Braziers,  at  intervals  upon  the  balustrade,  dimly  light  the  scene.  Upon  a  wall  and  from  the  stairs  to 
the  sanctuary  hang  masses  of  white  flowers.  Beyond  the  terrace  is  seen  only  an  expanse  of  star  lit  sky.  One 
star  (the  Kings),  though  unusually  large,  is  very  dim.  Heading  toward  this  star,  is  a  fiery  comet.

(MB.  The  second  Chorus  is  a  mixed  one, and  consists  of  Soprano  1.&  2.;  Contraltos,l.&2  ; 
Tenors, I.&  '2  and  Basses  1.&  2 —  They  are  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  court.  The  gen- 
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uary above.  All  others  kneel,  and  with  outstretched  arms  gaze  imploringly  toward 
the -sanctuary  Por  blessing  by  the  light  to  come, the  soldiers  extend  their  drawn 
swords  towards  the  sanctuary.  Don  Pedro  kneels  in  their  front. Two  color  bearers,  in- 
clining their  colors  forward  to  catch  the  kiss  of  the  light,  form  a  canopy  above  his  head. 
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A  cherry  grove  in  the  Valley  of  the  River  Ebro.  The  trees, in  full  flower,  rise  in  terrace  upon 
terrace  of  pink  bloom  to  the  distant  hills.

Carried  by  es4uires  are  the  shield, lances,  ban- 
ners and  heraldic  emblems  of  the  Prince,  decorated  with  ribbons  and  yellow  roses,  modula- 
ting in  color  from  palest  lemon  yellow  to  deepest  orange  and  cadmium.) 
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tainers  carry  garlands  of  red  roses,  their  masters  lance,mace,  shield,  insignia, banners, etc.,  de- 
corated with  roses  and  ribbons,  modulating  in  shade  from  richest  scarlet  to  deep  pink.
